Now that the threshing season is 


of a threshing outfit should read 
In the first place i% provides that 
every thresher, whether he docs cis- 


only must each year hefore commen- 


a cost of one dollar, and preere a 
certificate of registration, which shall 


upon the machine or saparator dur- 
ing the whol: of the threshing sea- 
son. rom the wording cf the Act 
it would appear thatif the certific- 
ate happens to be removed or acci- 
dentally lost the owner would have 
fo send and get another certificate. 
For fa lure to razister his machine 
the offender loses his right to a lien 
for his account, and is liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $24 and costs, 
But some one may ask why the 
thresher would pay a dollar to reg- 
ister his machinga. That qucst on 
is casily answered. The Noxious 
Act provides. that cvery  thresher 
shall thoroughly clean his macttiie 
both inside and out and all his wa- 
gon racks, after threshing cach sst- 
ting, and shall clean the grain thres- 
hed by him so that it shail not con- 
tain more than, 100 noxious weeds 
other than wild oats, in 1009 soeds 
of grain, and shall display on his 
machine a card containing the claus- 
e3 of tha, Ac. referred to, For non- 
complianes wih the provisions: of th:
